stances of Lord and Lady Stamp, and 
I know the staffs here share that grief 
with me,” said Mr. Broughton. ‘ We 
regarded our President with great 
affection. He understood the many 
difficulties with which we had to cón- 
tend, and his wide vision, great out- 
look and tremendous brain will be 
sorely missed.”’ 


Mr. J. M. Irwin, late Irish traffic 
manager, said that the tragic death of 
Lord Stamp and of Lady Renin would 
come as a great shock to the very large 
circle of , ed and fellow-workers, 

articularly in the railway world. To 

imself it had come as a personal loss, 
for, apart from the real interest, which 
Lord Stamp always took in the affairs 
of the L.M.8., whenever he was in 
Dublin he had the privilege of knowin 
him as a friend.

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The Military Balance 
Germany’s spring offensive is continuing 
with increased violence in the Balkans. 


Colossal forces have been unleashed against 


the Yugoslavs and the Greeks, and, 
although both nations have been putting 
up a gallant fight, sheer weight of 
numbers, added to superior equipment, 
has been telling its tale. The Southern 
Slavs are among the toughest fighters in 
the world. The Serbs, in particular, are 
fearless warriors, as was proved in the 
Balkan wars, and also in the war of 1914- 
1918; but they are not supermen. They 
have been attacked by the mightiest army 
that the world ever has seen. Their rather 
primitive equipment has been no match 
for the mechanised divisions that wrought 
such havoc in the Low Countries and in 
France last summer, and, although they 
have been contesting every inch of ground, 
they have been compelled to give way 
virtually all along the line. The Yugo- 
slavs have not been routed ; but facts must 
be faced, and the situation, from the 
Allied point of view, is more than serious. 
The Yugoslavs may be able to continue 


‘their fight, even if organised resistance 


should be broken—and the Germans claim 
that it already has been broken. They 
are experts in guerrilla warfare, and the 
mountainous nature of the country, par- 
ticularly in the south, would assist them 
to hold out for an almost indefinite period 
of time. It must be remembered, however, 
that the German invasion of Yugoslavia 
was merely a means to an end. The 
Italians were in a bad way in Albania, 
where the Greeks had been fighting with 
unexampled bravery against great odds. 
Herr Hitler had promised to go to the 
help of Signor Mussolini, and the attack 
on Yugoslavia was calculated in the first 
instance to isolate General Papagos’s 
armies. It is clear now that the Greeks 
may be forced to evacuate Albania 
altogether. Whether or not the Greeco- 
British line in the south-west will be able 
to resist the heavy attacks that are being 
made upon it remains to be seen. The 
Germans and Italians declare that it has 
been broken, and that the Allied forces 
are in full retreat. The British admit 
that enemy pressure is increasing, but 
insist that their line isintact. Manifestly, 
the whole position in the Balkans is 
developing rapidly towards a crisis. The 
military odds against the Greeks and 
Yugoslavs are terrific; for the Germans 
seem to be staking everything on a quick 
decision. The strength of the British army 
that is fighting alongside the Greeks is 
unknown ; but the British Air Force seems 
to be holding its own against the 
Luftwaffe, which, as in the case of the 
offensive against France, is being used 
with effect in support of Marshal Liszt’s 
Panzer divisions. 

While the Germans are achieving suc- 
cesses on the European mainland, the 
fight in North and North-East Africa 's 
progressing more or less “according to 


plan.” Having withdrawn from Cyrenaica, 


the British and Dominion forces are 
giving battle to the Germans. Many 
military experts took the view from the 
beginning that General Wavell would have 
been well advised to halt his advance at 
or in the neighbourhood of Bardia in 
order not to stretch out his lines of com- 
munication; but the British Commander- 
in-Chief took the risk of a rapid advance 
along the desert in order, if possible, to 
destroy Marshal Graziani’s army—an 
object which, after all, is the basic end of 
all military strategy. To a great extent 
General Wavell succeeded. He put an 
end to effective resistance by the Italians 
in North Africa, but, having reduced the 
strength of his own forces by the despatch 
of troops to Greece, found himself faced 
not by Italian troops, but by German 
Panzerdivisionen, According to the latest 
reports from Cairo, a determined stand is 
being made by the British at Tobruk. 
Hitherto all the Germans attacks on this 
stronghold have been beaten back; and 
there have been successful counter- 
offensives against mixed forces of Germans 
and Italians, resulting in the capture “f 
numerous prisoners. In modern warfare 
it is difficult to assess a military situation 
by the mere movement of troops, because 
armoured vehicles can advance at great 
speed, without any corresponding advance 
on the part of supporting infantry. It 
is quite possible, therefore, that the 
position in North Africa may be trans- 
formed overnight by a counter-stroke by 
one side or the other. All that can be 
said at the moment with any degree of 
certainty is that the Italians have faded 
out of the picture, and that the Germans 
have taken their place. In the north- 
east the British claim to have taken a 
further batch of 9,000 Italian prisoners. 
Roman sources deny that the Duke of 
Aosta has opened negotiations with 
General Cunningham for an armistice; 
but there is small doubt that British forces 
are converging on Dessie, which is Italy’s 
last stronghold in Abyssinia, and that the 
campaign in North-East Africa is nearly 
over. At sea the British Fleet remains in 
general control of the Eastern Medi- 
terranean, where a big convoy of Italian 
supply ships was destroyed by Admiral 
Cunningham some days ago. On the other 
hand, the presence of the Germans. im 
Salonika, and the probable defeat of the 
Yugoslavs, will present the British High 
Command with new and formidable

counties have not known, and, please 


witnessed the wreckage of their homes— 
little homes that, nevertheless, were all 
that they possessed inthe world. They have 
fled, most of them with only a bagful of 
necessities, from the prospect of such 
another night of horror into a land which, 
though it cannot supply another little 
home of their own, yet will offer them 
such hospitality as it is within its power 
to give. Citizens of this neutral State, 
we are convinced, will give it generously. 
These are rot refugees from a foreign 
land, but our own people, in whose veins 
our own blood, flows. A political mis- 
fortune has divided them from ourselves 
in such fashion that they are the victims 
of war, while we can continue to enjoy the 
blessings of peace: yet the fact of their 
kinship with us and of our sympathy— 
in the real sense of the word—-with them 
remains, and cannot be challenged. We 
would offer them the kindest welcome in 
our power if they came from an alien 
nation; it is the warmer and the more 
genuine because they are Irish. In all 
the circumstances the appeal which 
appears on the opposite page is certain 
to draw a generous response from readers 
of this newspaper. The Irish Red Cross 
Society already has called for gifts of 
food and clothing for the refugees. We 
wish to support that appeal, and have 
opened a fund which will enable « verybody 
to make life a little brighter for the 
victims of Tuesday night’s terror. Readers 
have contributed nobly to various appeals, 
sponsored by this newspaper in the past, 
and we are sure that they will contribute 
with no less liberal a hand on this 
occasion. 

The presence in our midst of these un- 
happy people is a reminder to us of our 
own comparatively pleasant lot. Many 
grumbles have made themselves heard in 
these latter days—grumbles at the rising 
cost of living, at the shortage of this, 
that and the other commodity. Let it be 
admitted that the war has brought sorrow 
to many citizens of neutral Eire: that 
thousands who lived on the borderline 
between sufficiency and hunger have been 
thrust below it as the result of unemploy- 
ment. Yet there are few who have seen 
their homes vanish overnight: there is no 
man who has shuddered through six awful 
hours for the safety of his wife, his 
children and himself. The poorest among 
us is more fortunate than those stricken 
citizens of Northern Ireland, and the 
poorest among us can afford our guests a 
lavish share of that good-will which the 
Irishman is always ready to extend to a 
sufferer Those who are not so poor can 
afford to reveal their good-will in material 
form. The refugees must not be left to 
fend for themselves. They are safe at 
present from the terror of the night; it 
is our task—our duty as Christians and 
fellow-Irishmen—to offer them not alone 
safety, but some little happiness, some 
material comfort that will help them to 
forget their sorrows and face tiieir inter- 
rupted lives anew. They must be an 
inspiration to this easy-going Eire, hitherto 
so blind to the horror of modern war, so 
ready to lament its own plight, so 
reluctant to work. Their suffering will 
teach us fortitude, will help us to 
appreciate the necessity of self-sacrifice in 
the common interest, will give us a new 
sense of the brotherhood of kindness which 
is of the essence of nationality. They 
have brought the war very close. Politic- 
ally, the border between the six and the 
twenty-six counties remains as firm as 
ever; actually, it has been shaken by 
every train that has borne its burden of 
refugees from North to South, and by 
every train that has carried distraught 
relatives from South to North in search of 
their loved ones. A community of kind- 
ness means a closer and higher union 
than any politica] association. Let us do 
our best to keep it in being, and thereby 
grapple our Northern fellow-citizens to 
our hearts with stronger bonds than hoops 
of steel. | 


Inland Fisheries 


In our correspondence columns we 
published recently a letter from Mr. 
Richard Paget on the subject of the 
Inland Fisheries of Ireland. “This letter 
was written more or less in reply to an 
article called ‘‘ A Hundred Years of Irish 
Fisheries,’’ by Mr. Digby, published in 
the current issue of The Bell. Both Mr. 
Digby and Mr. Paget rail against the 
appalling deterioration in the output of 
the inland fisheries of the country, and 
both men are agreed upon a possible 
remedy. Mr. Digby in his article traces 
the history of the Irish fisheries in the 
last hundred years, and points out that 
the deterioration in the number of fish 
caught is a logical result of over-netting. 
The suggested method to overcome this 
difficulty would be to establish a series of 
“national traps ’’—worked in conjunction 
with the biological contro] of the rivers— 
in which the number of fish could be 
counted and checked. The fish-farmer, 
unlike any other kind of farmer, has only 
to feed the fry; for when the fish have 
reached a certain stage of development 
they swim down to the sea where 
they nourish themselves. They return 
to the waters of the rivers only to spawn. 
If too many fish are caught on their way 
up the rivers to reproduce, it is obvious 
that the next year’s fry will be consider- 
ably reduced in quantity. Mr. Digby's 
suggestion of ‘‘national traps’’ would 
enable the spawning fish to be checked— 
in these days the counting could be done 
by an electrical process—and the required 
number of fish could be allowed to pro- 
ceed up the river to spawn. The others 
could be released for commercial purposes. 


The advantages of such a scheme should 


be obvious; certainly, according to Mr. 


Paget’s statistics regarding the Scotch 
rivers, the advantages of controlled netting 
seem to be enormous. In the year 1927, 
which was a “peak ” year for Ireland,

CITY’S TERRIBLE NIGHT 


——— 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
THURSDAY NIGHT. 


HE :eid on the London area last night 
was probably the biggest of its kind, 

the bombardment lasting for several 
hours. The Civil Defence organisations ex- 
perienced their greatest test, and well they 
came through it. Fires were many, while 
the re was terrific, and a considerable 
number of houses have been destroyed, 
but, though the loss of life may be heavier 
than in some recent raids, escapes were 
many, and, in some cases, marvellous. 
A club and an hotel were hit, but the 
injured were comparatively few. The 
attitude of the people towards this terrible 
night can best be judged by a poster 


shown by a newspaper seller st Victoria: 


“ What ho! Well, we can take it.” 


A Real Grievance 


There are many problems which deeply 
affect people who have lost their homes, 
but escaped with their lives, and on this 
point there is an almost general complaint 
that financial credit cannot be obtained 
during the usually long period preceding 
the part-payment of compensation. It 
appears that if from a wrecked house 
caly some items of furniture are salvaged, 
though badly damaged, they may be 
repaired at the expense of the War 
Damage Funds, but this does not work 
out so easily. The people undertaking the 
necessary repairs pointed out that the 
owner was responsible for the payment, 
and they could not wait to be paid by 
the State, and as a condition of the 
repairs they must demand at least 50 per 
cent. of the amount before proceeding with 
the work. It seems that this has happened 
in a number of cases. 


Two Well-known Hospitals 


Although the patients of St. Thomas's 
Hospital were moved to-day in accordance 
with plans made some weeks ago from 
London to a group of wooden buildings 
on the Surrey hills, the headquarters of 
the hospital will remain in London, and 
the emergency wards and the out-patients’ 
department will be continued as long as 
the old structure can be used. The 
patients were taken to-day by ambulance 
and motor coach to the new centre, which 
will be used until more suitable premises 
are available. Another London hospital 
that has been affected by air raids is Guy’s, 
but it is still in use, and is to open a 
duplicate hospital in the next few weeks 
to be known as Guy’s U.S.A. Hospital. 
This is to be situated in Kent in a large 
mansion, which is being converted with 
the aid of funds collected in the United 
States. 


sfer of Workers 

Tranete of the Ministry of Labour ars 
inquiring into the financial side of the 
transference of vorkers from their ordi- 
narv places of residence to districts near 
the war factories where they are now 
employed, and it is proposed that the 
period during which certain allowances 
are issued should be extended. An allow- 
ance of twenty-four shillings and sixpence 
a week has to be paid in order that the 
workers may meet such liabilities as 
mortgage charges where they are buying 
their houses throu building societies. 
This sum was payable as lodging-money, 
and was intended as a temporary allow- 
ance pending the settlement of the 
families of the workers at their new 
homes, but it is suggested that it may be 
extended in order that liabilities may be 
met, each case being considered on its 
merits, with grants up to the sum of 
twenty-four shillings and sixpence a week. 


Coal Dumps for Next Winter 

Plans for the establishment of storage 
dumps of coal which can be drawn upon 
in the event of transport delays are being 
made by the Ministry of Mines, and some 
of the vacant sites which were occupied 
by bombed buildings may be taken over 
for this purpose. The idea of storage 
dumps in populous areas has been under 
consideration for a long time, but various 
obstacles have arisen to prevent the 
scheme from being put into operation. The 
experience of the last winter has shown 
that the establishment of storage dumps 
is the only way by which transport delays 
can be overcome. The advantage of using 
bombed sites for the purpose is that for 
the most part they are in or near large 
centres of population, where consumption 
of domestic coal is heavy, and it is hoped 
that the dumps may be established during 
the summer, so that they may be drawn 
upon as required next winter. 


Small Shopkeepers’ Protest 

Times are bad for the small shopkeeper, 
and strong protests are being made by 
some of their number on the statement 
made by the Parliamentary Secretary of 
the Board of Trade to the effect that 
they should realise their stocks, invest 
the money in Government securities, and 
find other jobs. This protest will be 
taken in hand some of the trade 
organisations, when it will be pointed out 
that many owner-shopkeepers have long- 
period commitments in leases and other 
matters, the charges frequently being based 
not on the actual accommodation, but on 
the site and business profit possibilities. 
While the amount of capital needed to 
re-stock and re-start a business may be 
calculated, the goodwill would virtually 
disappear by a closing down. It is hoped 
to induce the Board of Trade to take 
another view.

Lord Stamp, aged sixty-one, was the 
British Government’s chief adviser on 
matters of high financial policy. In 
him was an astonishing combination of 
executive and academic ability. Enter- 
ing the Civil Service in 1896, he left 
it in 1919, having rendered conspicuous 
service in several departments. In 1911 
he took a First Class Honours degree 
in Economics at London University. 
He had received honorary degrees from 
Oxford, Cambridge, Dublin and other 
universities. Lord Stamp was examiner 
in Economics at the Universities of 
Cambridge, London and Glasgow. 

One af the foremost statisticians of 
the day, he had published numerous 
works on the theory and principles of 
taxation, and on various economic sub- 
jects. 

Lord Stamp was a self-educated man. 
He started in the Civil Service at a 
salary of considerably Jess than £1 a 
week, and he resigned as Assistant 
Secretary to the Revenue Department. 
He then became secretary and director 
of Nebei Industries, and in 1926 became 
chairman and chief executive officer of 
the London, Midjand and Scottish 
Railway Company. He was also a 
director of the Bank of England. 


VISITS TO IRELAND 


A frequent visitor to this country, 
he had conferences with Mr. de Valera 
in 1938. He also gave a series of 
lectures in University College, Dublin, 
_ British represéntative at the Repara- 
tions Commission’s Committee on 


also a member of the Court of Inquiry 
into the Coal Mining Industry. Lord 
Stamp was noted for the kindly way 
in which he treated his employés, and 
he numbered among his friends engine 
drivers and porters, whose opinions he 
valued. A man of simple tastes, he 
neither smoked nor drank, He was 
fond of lecturing on Carlyle and of 
photographing old churches. 

Three years ago Lord Stamp was 
one of Herr Hitler’s guests at the 
Nuremburg Conference of the Nazi 
Party. He knew a good deal about 
the German economic machine, having 
talked much with Dr. Schacht, the 
German banker and economist. 

Lord Stamp married Miss Olive 
Jessie’ Marsh, daughter of Mr. Alfred 
Marsh. She was President of the 
National Free Church Women’s 
Council, and was a Governor of Unity 
College, Aberystwyth. There were 
four sons of the marriage. 

The Hon. Charles Stamp, aged 34, 
Lord Stamp’s second son, now suc-

LORD AUCKLAND 


Lord Auckland, whose death at the 
age of 46, is also announced, fought 
as an airman in the Great War, and 
in September, 1939, he joined the 
se fe Air Force Volunteer Reserve, 
and became a flying officer.

A British Admiralty communiqué 
last night stated :— 

“The Commander-in-Chief Medi- 
terranean reports that an extremely 
successful naval bombardment of Fort 
Capuzzo, in the Bardia area, has been 
carried out.

BETWEEN SERBIA AND

Athens radio last night, quoting 
news just received from the front, 
stated :—‘‘The right flank of the 
Allied army, from Katerini (on the 
Gulf o Salonika) to Serbia, is with- 
standing violent attacks by the German 
forces, and continually repulsing them, 
with heavy losses to the enemy. The 
German Air Force is also suffering 
heavy losses in this area. One British 
company alone brought down five 
Germany aircraft this afternoon by 
machine-gun fire. 

‘‘It is also announced that on the 
left of the Allied Armies our troops 
are resisting steadfastly, and the enemy 
has at no point gained any ground.” 

A Greex Press Ministry statement 
issued earlier said :— 

“The battle between the Germans 
and the British and Greek forces is 
now raging all along the front. Yester- 
day the fight entered on its most 
serious phase. The Germans have 
thrown the whole of their weight 
against the Allied forces, which are 
inflicting tremendous casualties on the 
enemy. German pressure is being 
exercised chiefly upon three points-— 
at Grevena (north of Kalabaka), south 
of the Haliakmon River, and west of 
Koritza. The aim of the German 
column attacking the first region is the 
capture of Kalabaka. 

“The German attacks are every- 
where meeting with the fiercest resist- 
ance,” said the Ministry bulletin. 
“Fighting is equally violent in the 
Kozani area (north-west of Servia) and 
on the old Albanian frontier, where 
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have succeeded in taking the Kafet- 
karik ridge. 

“The Royal Air Force is continuing 
its splendid work in bombing. enemy 
columns and inflicting great damage 
upon their troops and supplies, while 
the German Air Force follows the 
Italian example of attacking civilians. 

“On the Italian front all enemy, 
attacks have been repulsed by the 
Greeks with very heavy losses to them. 
At no point have the Italians gained 
the slightest advantage.” 

A special communiqué by the Italian 


High Command. last night, claiming - 


that Italian troops in Albania are 
“vigorously ” continuing their advance 
against the Greeks, said "that, follow- 
ing fierce fighting, divisions of the 
llth Army vigorously resumed their 
advance yesterday morning, after 
having broken through the first lines 
of Greek resistance in the past three 
days.

GREEKS LEAVING 
ALBANIA 


SITUATION SERIOUS: 
CAIRO VIEW 


The Greek Army may have to 
evacuate Albania, where the situation 
is described as “'serious,” according to 
well-informed quarters in Cairo, says 
the Press Association, Considerable 
German forces, which have been freed 
from action in Yugoslavia, have suc- 
ceeded in pushing back the Greeks, 
who were in position to protect the 
retreat of the Greek forces from the 
Albania sector, it is stated. 

This may have repercussions on the 
British and Imperial troops in Greece. 

Well-informed. quarters in Cairo do 
not preter! to minimise the gravity 
of the Greek situation, says the 
message. 

Yesterday’s Middle East R.A.F. 
communiqué said that in Greece R.A.F, 
bombers carried out unceasing attacks 
on German supply columns, particu- 
larly in the Kozani-Bitloj-Ptolemais 
area, much damage being caused. The 
railway line near Korinos, motor trans- 
port on the road near Kitros, and the 
railway station south-east of Katarini 
were also successfully bombed. Fires 
were started at the Seres aerodrome 
and a convoy east of Salonika was 
heavily bombed. A large formation of 
aircraft which attacked shipping in 
Khalkis harbour yesterday: were en- 
gaged by R.A.F. fighters, which shot 
down one. Ju 88. Another was de- 
stroyed by A.A. fire. 


ESTIMATE OF GERMAN 
LOSSES 


Associated Press from Athens says 
that an observer who has returned 
from the Olympus line’ of the battle 
front said that the mass infantry and 
tank attacks south of Servia had cost 
the Germans ‘“‘ two divisions of casual- 
ties ir two davs.” He said that de- 
spite terrific losses the Germans were 
attacking ceaselessly in an attempt to 
crash through into the plains of 
Thessaly. Australians were said to be 
holding the lines intact- against furious 
German assaults near Servia. 

The outcome of this fierce battle in 
the region of Kalabaka was expected 
to prove decisive, an authorised spokes- 
man said. 

Hitler’s troops are meeting tougher 
opposition in Greece than in Yugo- 
slavia, the Germans admitted vyester- 
day, says Associated Press from Berlin, 
and the observer from the front esti- 
mated that the Germans were using at 
least ten divisions south of Servia 
alone, and throwing the entire weight 
into the attack in an effort to force a 
quick decision regardless of the cost. 
Hundreds of Stukas and Messer- 
schmidts were supporting the attack- 
ing troops, but the defenders were 
standing up well. 


YUGOSLAV PROBLEMS 


German Foreign Office officials said 
yesterday that “' preliminary work on 
the solution of the political problems 
arising out of the collapse of the Yugo- 
slav State” would probably begin in 
the near future. “The problems will 
not become acute until the military 
operations are concluded,’ it was 
stated. ‘‘'The decision as to when this 
stage is reached rests with the military 
authorities. It is unlikely that all the 
members of the Tripartite Pact will 
take part in the solution of these 
problems.

Another bomber which crashed in 
gardens set fire to three houses, which 
were also damaged when the ‘planes’ 
bombs exploded. Some of the crews 
of the destroyed raiders were killed 
and others were rounded up. 


WEST END DAMAGE 


Heavy casualties were officially re- 

orted yesterday. High explosives and 

re bombs were rained down hour after 
hour in what was described as a very 
heavy and sustained raid until dawn 
brought relief to the battered capital. 
One of the districts most affected was 
the West End, where shop and office 
workers had to wade through piles of 
shattered glass and débris. The raid 
was probably revenge for the recent 
heavy R.A.F. attack on Berlin, when 
the heart of the German capital was 
set blazing. At one surface shelter 
where a bomb had fallen rescue 
workers were last night still trying to 
reach trapped people. 

The Air Ministry 
stated :'— 

“On Wednesday night enemy air- 
craft made a very heavy and sustained 
attack on London. The attack began 
soon after dark and continued through 
the night until shortly before dawn. 
Early reports show that casualties were 
heavy and that considerable damage 
was done. 

' Bombs were dropped outside Lon- 
sdon mainly in the Home and Eastern 
counties and in the South-East. No- 
where in these areas were the number 
of casualties large or was the damage 
extensive. Two German aircraft are 
known to have be:n destroyed durin 
the night, one by night fighters an 
one by antt-aircraft  unfire.”’ 

Hundreds of fires were started, but 
most were out before dawn, and count- 
less thousands of potential fires were 
put out by fire watchers. The bombers 
were met by an intense barrage and 
R.A.F. night fighters were also in 
action. 

More than twelve hours after they 
had been buried in their shelter in 
this area two men were rescued, both 
injured. As one was being carried 
away he smiled and said: ‘‘I am all 
right,” adding, '“ 1 suppose I am too 
late for a beer.” 

It is feared that eight persons are 
trapped under another building. Last 
night rescue workers were still trying 
to reach them, while a group of women 
stood by, weeping. Two persons were 
pany brought out dead. Num- 

ers of overseas troops were in a club 
which was severely damaged hy a 
direct hit, and some were believed to 
be buried under the débria. A bomb 
tore through the side of the building, 
bringing the occupants, who were 
sleeping in their beds, hurtling down 
to the basement.  '

TIMBER TRADE FACING 
A CRISIS

Mr. C, M. O'Kelly, presiding yes- 
terday at the annual general meeting 
of Messrs. T. and C. Martin, Ltd., 
Dublin, said that the profit and loss 
account fbr the year ending December 
ólst, 1940, showed that the net profit 
for the vear was up by some £879. 
They were fortunate in having good 
stocks of timber and other materials 
at the beginning of the vear. With 
regard to the timber side of their 
business, this company, through 
Timber Importers, Ltd., made many 


contracts in Canada and arranged 
charters jointly through the official 
bodies controlling shipping. The 
arrangement worked out very satis- 
factorily until October, 1940, when 
difficulties in securing tonnage in- 
creased. 


After a meeting with the authori- 
ties a slight temporary improvement 
took place, but early this year the 
joint chartering arrangements came to 
an end, with the result that from 
that date it had been practically im- 
possible to import any timber. 

In this latter period the trade here 
was unfortunate in that tonnage 
destined to bring timber cargoes to 
Dublin was sunk. Their present 
stocks of timber were nearly ex- 
hausted, so that the position was now 
serious and giving the directors grave 
concern.

Kerry County Committee submitted 
a resolution that the result of the 
efforts to restore Irish as the spoken 
language should be considered by the 
Government, as work being done in 
the schools was not having the desired 
effect, mainly because of the lack of 
continuity in the study and use of the 
language in all phases of public life 
after children leave school. 

Mr. J. J. Moynihan, Kerry, propos- 
ing the motion, said that continuation 
schools should be established in each 
parish where the spoken language 
Should be the primary subject. it 
should be made compulsory on pupils 
leaving school up to eighteen years of 
age to attend at these schools for a 
two-hour period each day. 

Mr. H. Abbott, Mullingar, said it 
was not right to deny the ordinary 
rights of children to education solely 
for the purpose of the revival of Irish. 

Mr. Tadhg Desmond, Cork, thought 
halls under the control of Parish Coun- 
cils could be utilised for spreading the 
language, and that a library of simpli- 
fied Irish books should be installed. 

Mr. P. J. McGarry, Ennis, said that 
only a very few of the new industries 
used the Irish language on their par- 
cels and wrappers. He suggested that 
all labels should be printed in Irish. 
yPosters throughout the country should 
also be in Irish, and the amount of 
English in papers and _ periodicals 
should be reduced by one-tenth each 
year. 

The resolution was passed. 


CIVIL RIGHTS 

A resolution asking that full civil 
rights should be given to all teachers 
in Northern Ireland was proposed by 
Mr. P. Gormley, Tyrone, who said that 
under the Northern regulations 
teachers were not allowed to accept 
posts on county or district councils 
and other public bodies. 

The resolution was 
passed. 

Mr. Liam O Cathain, Tipperary, pro- 
posed a resolution, which was ed, 
urging that entrance to the teaching 
profession should be on the basis of 
open mampetitive examination only, 
with equal conditions for all candi- 
dates. 

He said that the primary branch of 
the Department of Education had 
developed a fetish and _ idolatrous 
complex with regard to those parts of 
Ireland that were known as the Fior- 
Gaeltacht. He described the regula- 
tions confining entrance to preparatory 
colleges to Fior-Gaeltacht only as 
unconstitutional. 

Congress also adopted a resolution 
calling on the Government to give 
immediate effect to recommendations 
of the committee of inquiry regarding 
teachers serving in industria] schools. 

Mr. J. Mansfield said that teachers 
in industrial schools were the only 
national teachers who were denied the 
rights of fixed salary, pension rights, 
and security of tenure.

In numbers, 
because there were far more troops 
engaged than the two German groups— 
that into Croatia from the north and 
that. into Southern Serbia from the 
East. These two were joined together 
by a Hungarian army coming across 
the. Danube, while very important 
Italian forces moved into the country 
from Istria down the eastern shore of 
the Adriatic. The territory was thus 
invaded simultaneously from three 
sides—north-west, north and east. 


AMAZING SPEED 


It was, in fact, a _ repetition of 
Mackensen’s offensive of 1915 on 
a proportionately larger scale. And 
the position was worse than in 1915, 
because of the much greater advantage 
enjoyed by the invaders in technical 
material and equipment. ‘The result 
could, accordingly, hardly have been 
other than what it was. But the speed 
with which it was arrived at must, for 
the time being, remain unexplained. 

The first result of the break-through 
between Yugoslavia and Greece was, 
naturally, that the Greeks had to bring 
back their right flank out of Albania— 
thereby giving up their hard-won 
advantages ot the winter fighting. 
Fighting in Greece is now along a

If this is so, it will be 
difficult for the Germans to build up 
a sufficient force to maintain a steady 
hold on such territory as they may be 
able to overrun. 


REINFORCEMENTS 


Meantime, we may suppose that 
General Wavell is proceeding with 
measures to move up troops from the 
Abyssinian front, where nothing but 
mopping-up is taking place any longer. 
Troops from ‘this theatre are more 
likely to be put in the line again in 
Libya than in Greece. In Libya they 
could again be é¢mployed offensively, 
while that is not likely to be possible 
in Greece—not in the near future, at 
all events. The Air Force reinforce- 
ment resulting from the liquidation 
of the Abyssinian campaign is likely 
to prove especially welcome. By all 
accounts these forces have suffered 
comparatively little, and it is not 
likely that the wastage of material 
has been excessive either. The troops, 
other than Airmen, were moved with 
considerable expedition from the 
Western Desert to Eritrea, so that it 
is not unreasonable to assume that 
their transfer back to the former 
front will be unduly delayed.

NEW COMPANY TO 
BE FORMED

Provision is made in a new bill intro- 
duced in the Dail by the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce for the forma- 
tion of a new company, whose pur- 
pose will be to prospect for and develop 
minerals other than coal. The bill is 
entitled the Minerals Exploration and 
Development Bill The share capital is 
fixed at the numinal figure of £100, in 
£1 sbares, and all the shares will be 
held by the Minister, with the excep- 
tion of one each, which will qualify 
the holder to be one of the seven 
directors of the company. The chair- 
man, managing director and all the 
other directors will be appointed by the 
Minister for Finance, after consultation 
with the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce and the Minister for Agri- 
culture. , 

The Minister may advance to the 
company a sum not exceeding £250 
towards payment of expenses of pro- 
motion, formation and registration of 
the company out of funds voted by 
the Oireachtas, and sung may also be 
advanced from the same source, not 
exceeding £50,000, for the purpose of 
paying the price or compensation In 
respect of the acquisition of an existing 
mining business, such sums to be re- 
paid in accordance with terms to be 
arranged. a 

The bill will empower the Minister 
to acquire existing mining businesses, 
either by agreement or, if necessary, 
by Order whenever it appears to the 
Minister that, for the purposes of 
obtaining in adequate quantities com- 
modities essential to the life of the 
community. the common good requires 
that the working of ry particular 
deposit of minerals should be controlled 
by the State.

Railways Company and the 
Northern Railway Company against 
valuations of their property by the 
Commissioner of Valuation, Judge 
Davitt had been right in law in 
refusing to hear additional evidence cn 
behalf of the Commissioner after certain 
issues in the case had been the subject 
of directions on a case stated to the 
Supreme Court. 

he matter had been brought before 
the High Court on two cases stated by 
Judge Davitt on the requisition of the 
Cemmissioner. According to the cases 
stated, the Circuit Judge had held, 
after questions on a case stated by him 
to the Supreme Court had been 
answered, that he must accept the com. 
panies’ methods of valuation, which in 
art made deductions for the figure 
ound as the cost of replacing chattels 
to allow for depreciation and 
obsolescence, aud also their method of 
estimating the capital value of the 
tenant's chattels. He stated that, 
ss the matter broadly, the cases 
vefore him ran on the lines that if 
he accepted the companies’ methods 
of estimating the capital value of the 
specialised chattels, that was an end 
of the case, and the minimum valua- 
tion must come into operation. 

He had, he stated, rejected the com- 
panies’ methods, but the Supreme 
Court had held that he was wrong. 
The position accordingly was the same 
as if ne had accepted the companies 
methods in the first ‘nstance. He had 
so held, and had refused the Commis- 
sioner's application to have further 
evidence heard. 

The Commissioner is appealing from 
the order of ae High Court, submit- 
ting that the High Court was wrong 
in law in holding as it had held.

ate Sir William Barrett, F.R.S. 

Dr. Fearon said that Sir William 
Fletcher Barrett, F.R.S., who for 
nearly forty years was on the staff of 
the Royal College of Science in Dub- 
lin, combined a career of psychical re- 
search and-psychic investigation that 
entitled him to be called “a happy 
medium.”’ 

When -the British Association, in 
1879, refused to publish his paper on 
“Thought Transference’’ this action 
led indirectly to the founding of the 
Society for Psychical Research. His 
name was associated with it till his 
death in 1925.  Barrett’s work on 
water-finding by means of the ‘‘divining 
rod ” reawaken«! public interest in 
this extraordinary phenomenon. Barrett 
might be described as Ireland's repre- 
sentative in the international move 
ment to extend the frontiers of know- 
ledge beyond the limits of the material 
order of life. 

William Barrett, he said, must have 
been the first to use the microphone.
